' Esterlund left the camp at Lake Bluff at 
about 6 o'clock' Sunday evening with the 
word that he was going to High wood for 
snuff, of which be was an inveterate taker. 
It Is supposed he got whisky instead and 
lay down on the' railroad tracks. 

The theory is that he gotoff the electric 
con at Truesdate avenue and walked to- 
wards camp across the Northwestern tracks. 
Either from drunkenness or some other 
cause ho fell and be was unable to regain 
his feet and was struck by the train. "

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SCHOOL 



Naval and governemental officials, are 
now considering a name for the naval 
training school, and North - Chicago- is 
much, interested in the process for two 
reasons— first, it will change the name, of

Martial Victories of Islanders 

J 

Crowned by Moral Triumph 
In Last Stage of Conflict 

It is peace. - The end of the Rasio-Jap* 
anescwar, tbe greatest struggle of modern 
times, has come .at last, At noon Tuesday 
the outcome was announced to the world, 
With dramatic swiftness tbe long sought 
termination of the diplomatic contest was 
reached at Tuesday's session of the envoys. 
An armistice is already arranged between 
tbe mighty armies now facing one another 
in Manchuria, 

Japan yields tbe whole of the indemnity 
which she had demanded of Russia. Not 
one dollar is to be paid to reimburse her 
for the cost of the war. „Tbe Mikado and 
tbe elder statesmen of Japan assume all 
responsibility for this unparalleled mag- 
nanimity. Many Japanese are in tears 
over what tbey term "a disgraceful piece." 
Tbe Russians are overjoyed at their unex- 
pected tactical victory. 

To fill the measure of her generosity, 
Japan permits Russia to retain tbe north- 
ern half of the Island of Sakhalin, which" 
the mikado could have held by virtue of 
bis military occupation without serious ob- 
jection on the part of Russia. Further- 
more, Japan recedes from ber demands 
concerning tbe limitation of Russian naval 
power in tbe far East and for possession of 
the Russian -ships interned in neutral 
ports. 

Tactically, the triumph is with Russia, 
and Scrgius Witte is the hero of the hour. 
Morally, and probably-in-the eol Id'nd van- 
tages gained and in the judgment of his- 
tory, Japan is the victor. Russia keeps 
her money and saves her pride. Japan 
secures tie foothold on the Asiatic main- 
lapu* she had set out for and appeals to the 
world for confidence and faith. 

It is strongly believed the settlement 
means peace with 'honor and dignity to 
both nations, and that it is to be a long- 
enduring immunity from war between 
them. Following are tbe terms: 

Recognizing Japan's preponderating in- 
fluence in Korea, but Japan to observe its 
territorial integrity and preserve tbe "open 
door-' policy. 

Mutual obligations to evacuate Man- 
churia, to restore Chinese sovereignty, and 
for the "open door" principle. 

Russia surrenders to Japan its Liaotung 
leases, including Fort Arthur and Dalay. 

Railway from Quancbontze to Port 
Arthur and Newchwang to be surrendered 
to China, with limitation of the privileges 
obtained in 1896 by Mr. Rothstein and 
Prince Uhktomsky.. 

Agreement to divide Sakaliu, the sur- 
render of which island Japan at first de- 
manded. 

Japan to have fif hi ng. rights on the Si- 
berian coast,

Obituary. 

John Porter, Br., was born In Cayuga 
county, New York, on February 29, 1824, 
and died in Antiocb, 111., August 23, 11)05. 
When he was bat eight months of age his 
parents moved From New York to 1 Penn- 
sylvania, settling on a farm in . Crawford . 
county. There Mr, Porter grew to man- 
hood, and oh the 4th of September, 1845, 
he was married to Malinda Garwood. In 
the spring of 1340 they moved to Illinois 
and took up a piece of land in Lake county. 

In 1850 Mr. Porter crossed the plains and 
mountains to California in company with 
J. C. Drake,, Win.. Preston, Charles Lit- 
wilder and Patrick Renehin. There be 
remained for two years, at the end of 
which time be returned to his home in 
Illinois. Up to the year 1873 he farmed 
his place in Avon township, when bo 
moved to the farm south' of Antiocb now 
owned by James Cullidge. Here he re- 
mained until weight of yean compelled 
him to retire to bis quiet home just north 
of Antiocb, where he spent his declining 
years in rest. 

Of seven children born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Porter only two survive the aged father, 
Mr. Jobn Porter, Jr., of Antiocb, and Mrs. 
D. Nelson. Mrs. Porter, wife of the de- 
ceased, still remains, and though bearing 
the weight of over 80 years still seems 
active and well. 

Mr. Porter was a good neiabbor, honest 
and upright. He was a kind father, 
thoughtful and considerate. He was a 
fnithful friend, jovial and interesting. 
Even bis afflictions did not make him 
morose and melancholy. Just a few days 
before be died some one was singing that 
old sweet song "Watching and Waiting", 
and Mr. Porter spoke up, sayine: "I 
wonder if there'll be any one watching 
and waiting for me?" He had chosen the 
text he wished to be used at hit funeral 
service. 

A strange coincidence in connection with 
bis death was tbe death of his brother-in- 
law. Tbey were stricken with* paralysis 
just about the same time. They both died 
tbe same morning and were buried at the 
same hour. Tbey were about the same 
age. 

To Mr. Porter's good wife and family 
we all extend our sympathy, aiid wo pray" 
that the grace of 'God "may- support" tbbm 
in all their sorrow.

The charge that excessive salaries 
were paid to otHcers of tho Eqnhnble 
Is not directly answered, hut nd mission 
is made that under guise of salaries ex- 
cessive fees were given to certain Equit- 
able ofhcials who were also directors lu 
other companies. In defence tho answer 
states that these practices were not 
known to the whole board of directors.

The 
conference was then adjourned till 
Stuut'dtty afternoon to tiwnlt Kusslu's 
formal reply and permit both of the 
plenipotentiaries to have full consul-!

It will tie well to have a clear under- 
standing of what bad happened before 
Wednesday's session. When the con-' 
fereuce was in Imminent danger of an 
early dissolution President ltoosevblt 
Interposed ns mediator bctwten the 
two powers. lie sounded both govern- 
ments as to their willingness to re- 
ceive suggestions fitnu him. I into as- 
sented, Then he brought forward In- 
formally tin n media tor— as the mutual 
friend Kaundlug the two disputants ns 
to what tin*- were or wore not willing 
to do— his plan for mutual concessions, 
In principle this was accepted by buhi 
governments. With the Acceptance of 
that principle by both shies peace was 
assured. Tuesday President Itoosevelt 
scut to Portsmouth" for the Information 
of the plenipotentiaries n transcript of 
lilt tlint had passed between himself 
and the two governments. The pleni- 
potentiaries wore nlso given new In- 
structions rrom their govemmesitH. 

Wednesday morning the plenipoten- 
tiaries ngulu fnced one another across 
the historic council table nt the navy 
yard. After signing the protocols of 
the clauses n greed upon nt former sit- 
tings n great moment arrived. It waa 
the moment In which Bnrmi Konvnrn 
bunded to Mr. Wit to the new propo- 
sals which he was authorized tn pre- 
sent as the result of President Itoose- 
veU's intercession. Those proposals 
were In writing. They .were the for- 
mal 'proposals which naturally follow 
the arrangement made through the ser- 
vices of the mediator. They embodied 
the suggestion offered by Mr. Itoose- 
velt nnd nceepted, lu principle, by the 
two goVerumeuts. In them Japan of- 
fered In a proper businesslike form n 
new basis of negotiation, an amend- 
ment of the bases tendered at the be- 
diming of the conference. Ami after 
a brief discussion of n somewhat In- 
formal character Mr. Wltte placed the 
document In his pocket mid remarked 
that he hoped to be able to give his an- 
swer by Satunlay afternoon.

The new proposals submitted In for- 
mal fashion by Japan embrace these 
principles: Sakhalin to be divided;

The 
disturbance lasted frilly a minute, Ap- 
parent]^ the waves moved from west 
to east, as persons In their beds at the 
time report u rocking In this direction, 
Dishes were rut tied In pit n tries and 
closets, windows were shaken In their 
easements nnd there were other evi- 
dences of the disturbance. One house- 
hold rvpons plates dislodged from a 
rack.

The Interstate .Commerce Commission 
has given out very Interesting statistics 
in reference to Die railroads of the 17 tilt- 
ed States. Here arc sonic of the data: 

The total single track railway mileage 
In tho United States on June 30, HXM. 
was 213,001.34 miles, having increased 
5,027.12 miles in the year ending on that 
date. This increase exceeds that of any 
previous year since 18th% 

The number of persons on pnyrolW 
June 30, 1001, was 1,200.121, or Oil per 
100 utiles of Hue. These figures, when 
compared with corresponding ones for 
the year 1003, show a 'decrease of 10,-110 
in the number of employes, or 2H per 
100 miles of tine. The par value of 
the amount of railway capital outstand- 
ing on June 30. 1001, was ?13,213,12i,- 
070, which represents a capitalization of 
$04,2(h> per mile for the mil ways In the 
United States. 

The number of passengers reported ni 
carried by the railways In the year end- 
ing June 30, 1001, were 71S.llP.tW2, In- 
dicating an increase of 20.32S.1-1 7. as 
compared with the year ending June UO, 
1003. 

Tho gross earnings nf the railways 
wore, for the year oi til lug June 30, -100-1, 
?l,«75.174.O01, being $7-l.:t27,lSl greater 
than for the 'previous year. Their oper- 
ating expenses were* ?1. 338,800,233, or 
*81 .337,101 more than in 1003. 

The total number ' of cuminltica on 
railways the year ending J mie 30, 1901. 
was 0-L201, of which 10,010 represented 
the number of persons killed and 84.155 
the number injured. In 1004 one .pas- 
senger was killed for every 1,022,207 car- 
ried, and ouu injured for every 78,523 
carried.

While, Burgeon In charge; Dr. Ed- 
mund Kouchon, president of the State 
Hoard; Dr. Beverley Warner nnd Col- 
onel Charles Janvier to Baton Rouge 
for n conference with Cover nor 
illnncltard, They slopped nt tho pest- 
holes of Infection at Sarpy, Reserve 
and other points up the valley road. 
They will begin tills light more active- 
ly at once. At Bntou Houge they ar- 
ranged with Governor Blunchard for 
a drastic campaign hi the State, where 
the fever bus obtained a foothold on 
sugar plantations. Detention camps 
will be reversed, Instead of detaining 
people who want to get out Into the 
State they will prevent pooplc from 
Infected points from getting back to 
New Orleans. 

The worst nest thus fur discovered 
is that at I.eevlllc, near the mouth of 
Bnynu Ltifourche. where there are 177 
eases of yellow fever and over 200 
cases of dengue fever In a settlement 
of 400 people, nnd where a num- 
ber of deuUiB hnvo occurred. At 
one time only one doctor was on 
the Kceao. nnd his difficulties were 
Increased by the fact, that tho set- 
tlement lies on two banks of a rath- 
er wide stream. A new center of In- 
fection was reported at Terro Aux 
Bocufs, In. St. Bernard Parish, where 
five genuine and three suspicious cases 
were found.

The weekly summary of crop con- 
dltioar, issued by the National Weath- 
er Bureau, in as folio wh: 

During the week central and weatern 
Texas experienced unusual heat, while 
unseasonably cool weather prevailed 
In New England and the northern por- 
tion of the Middle Atlantic Hiatus; 
elsewhere the temperature was favor- 
able. The rainfall was excessive- mid 
Injurious In the DnkotJiB und Minne- 
sota, aud also lu parts of the lake re- 
gion, South Atlantic, nnd Central Ciulf 
States, nnd In Florida. Italn In badly 
needed over the grenter part of Texas, 
lu portlong of Kansas, generally 
throughout the centra] und southern 
Rocky Mountain dltdricts, and In Ore- 
gon, Frosts, causing slight damage, 
occurred In Montana nnd Idaho. 

The previously reported excellent 
condition of corn continues generally 
throughout the principal corn produc- 
ing States and also in the Atlantic 
Coast and Eastern Gulf districts. 
Wind storms blow down' considerable 
corn In Nebraska, Missouri, Arkansas, 
nnd Ohio, In some counties In Kan- 
sas snd generally throughout Texas 
the crop Is in need of rain. 

The harvesting, stacking and thrash- 
ing of spring wheat on lowlands In the 
northern part of the spring wheat re- 
gion, where grain Is fully, ripe, were 
interrupted during the forepart of the 
week, the fields being too wet for the 
reapers. Local storms In North Da- 
kota and northeastern South Dakota 
caused tho lodging of considerable 
grain. Satisfactory yields are gener- 
ally 'Indicated over the southern por- 
tion. Complaints of shrunken grain 
are general from Washington nnd 
weatern Oregon. 

Much complaint of blight and rot In 
potatoes Is received from the lake re* 
gion and the northern part of the mid- 
dle Atlantic Statea, but the reports 
from the Missouri and central Missis- 
sippi valleys are more favorable.

FEWER BABIES BEING BORN. 



Ccnaua Bulletin Sho w » Steady Decline 
in Bir.naBlucc 1SUU. 

There has been a persistent decline of 
the birth rate in the United States atnee 
1600, according to a bulletin Issued by 
the cenans bureau. The bulletin was pre- 
pared by Prof. Walter F. Wilcox of Cor- 
nell university. 

The bulletin shows that at the be- 
cbulag of the nineteenth century the 
children under 10 years of age consti- 
tuted one-third und nt the end lesa than 
oDA-fourth" of the total population. The 
decrease la this .proportion began as 
early as the decade 1810 to 1S20, and 
continued uninterruptedly, -though at 
varying rates, ia each successive decade. 

Between 1850 and 1SC0 the proportion 
cf children to women between 15 and 40 
years, the child bearing age, Jucreaaed, 
but since 1SG0 It baa decreased constant- 
ly. In 1S00 the number 0/ children un- 
der 5 years of age to .1,000 women 
was 034; In 1000 It waa Only 474. 

Considered aectionally it la found that 
in the north and west there haa been a 
more or less regular decline, while ia 
the south the chnago has been less regu- 
lar and the decline less marked. In 
1000. the smallest proportion of children 
■was la the District of Columbia, The 
noxt smallest proportion wo a Massachu- 
setts. The largest proportion was la 
North' Dakota and Indian Territory; 

In the general, decrense. between 1800 
and 1000. nut a ■ingle State of tho north 
Atlantic division took part. .In seven 
other Statflsi also, there waa no de- 
crease. Ia only six Statea — Illinois, 
Maryland, Michigan, Ohio, Kentucky 
aud Indiana — did the proportion decrease 
lu each of , the five decadea. 

In! 1000, for the United States aa a 
whole, tho proportion of ' children waa 
only' two-thirds as great In cities na In 
the country districts. In -the- north At- 
lantic' di vision, however, It was almost 
a a great In the cities as. In the country. 
In the southern division it la hardly 
more than half as large In the cities aa to 
the country, 'whllo in the far west tho 
difference h Intermediate In amount, 

A' comparison hi .made between the 
proportion of children born of native 
mothers and the proportion of 'children 
born -of foreign born mothers. In 1000 
the former proportion wns 402, the latter 
710, the difference Indicating the great- 
er fecundity of. foreign born women, 

Thero has been - uniformly a larger 
proportion of "negro" children than of 
White children. That difference more 
than doubled between 18tt0 and lSSO, 
bet In 1000 It was 1d*s I ha u half what 
It was In 1880 mid les» than at auy other

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EDITORIAL NOTES, 

The Chinese who wunt to conic to the 
United States are not watting on any little 
formalities like IrJttiou. Tho Treasury 
Department inspectors have just made the 
Vigaost haul of " imported" Chinese near 
Buffalo that hns been made in yean). It 
tippeam that tho inspectors had been look- 
ing for years for n chance to lay nnntta on 
one Snyder, n runner of alien immigrants 
and a Binugler of contraband goods across 
the Canadian border. It was sutpected 
that he was in the tmde but he never could 
be detected "with the iroods". Last week 
at night, however, the inspectors got him 
with a steam Inunch full -t>f Romanians 
and a lot of Chinamen in row boats. It is 
known that Buffalo, while a favorite point 
for man-smuggling of this sort, is not the 
only point on the Canadian and Moxicon 
borders. The penalty for work of this 
sort is heavy nnd tho Treasury is going to 
prosecute Snyder.to the extenbof the law. 
It is sntd that with his sons who were also 
in the capture, he may be fined as much as 
122,000,00 and imprisoned for forty-fonr 
years. The point of the capture however 
U not the possible prosecution of the im- 
migrant runner but the underhand meth- 
ods that Chinamen take to get into thin 
country while their government is busy 
declaring that no such traffic exist) and 
that there is no boycott of American goods 
going on in Chinese ports. 




It is stated that when Congress reassem- 
bles it will find that the President has re- 
considered bis announced intention never 
to send another reciprocity treaty to Con- 
gress. It will be recalled that before the 
close of the last session several carefully 
drawn reciprocity treaties were sent to the 
Senate and there were blocked by tho ef- 
forts of a small coterie of determined high 
protectionists. The President nt that time 
banged his clenched fist on the table and 
declared he would never again, send a 
reciprocity .treaty to Congress till some- 
thing had occured to break the calm non- 
chalance of tho stand patters. It looks 
very much as though this had come to 
pass. The fact that Or many has negotia- 
ted treaties with seven European countries 
ivhich wilt become operative in 1005, that 
new duties will bear very hardly on 
estern fariuors who are expecting a 
crop this fait, sad the boycott of 
n goods in China all make toward 
c fhe band of the protectionists and 
wcate that the "something" has hap- 
enct that will- make the presentation of 
new ' reciprocity treaties a necessity. The 
wave of reciprocity hni swept all over the 
northwest and it is stated that the cattle 
men and tho wheat growers will combine 
to use all their influence on the adminis- 
tration. The President will not be slow (o 
act if he sees that the conditions are ripe.

been made. Writing to our contem- 
porary this man says: 

"It Ii my opinion thnt ninny of the 
maladies and much of the fatalities 
among hogs la due to carelessness on 
the part of 'the owner by v?Iilch tho 
hog la compelled to take Into bis sys- 
tem largo quantities of filth In his 
drinking water. I know where thero 
are wallowing places It Is indeed a 
problem .to prevent this, because If 
thero Is ono thing which n hog dcllghis 
In more than another' It Is to bathe 
himself In mud nnd then try to dry It 
off In the drinking trough, nnd ho gen- 
erally succeeds quite well. And a 
bunch of them can usually put throa 
or four Inches of mud In the bottom of 
a trough In a single week, I enclose 
you a drawing Illustrating the plan 
that I have used for some time In try- 
ing to keep my troughs clean. Tho 
trough In this case Is made* out of two 
plunks, one 2x8 and the other 2x0, n 
piece of eight-Inch plunk 15 Inches long 
nailed on each end. To this In turn 
two other planks aro nnllcd, thus fur- 
nishing an agency for scraping off 
considerable mud from the hogs while 
they are drinking. I then nnll on nn 
upright, aa In indicated In the Illustra- 
tion, mortised out so that n plnnk mny 
be raised or lowered directly nbove the 
center of the trough, the height de- 
pending upon the size of the hogs thnt 
hnve access to tho trough'! I neknawl- 
edgo that It takes a little labor to 
make troughs of this kind, but where 
one has a big hunch of hogs I believe 
that betnn save the price of his mntc* 
rlnl and labor almost every dny." *

Doesn't V*y to Coddle Alfalfa. 

If an alfalfa Held Is In bud condi- 
tion It la usually bent to plow up nnd 
re-seed. It scarcely ever pays, at least 
'where Irrlgntlon Is practiced, to cod- 
dle a poor stand of alfalfa". Many 
growers recommend disking every 
spring, even when the stand is good, 
nnd Borne have oven found it a pay- 
lug practice to disk after each cut- 
ting. -Such disking will often prevent 
the encroachment of weeds. In tho 
Eastern States alfalfa fields sometimes 
luffcr a check In their growth, tend to 
turn yellow nnd otherwise show h sick- 
ly condition. Oftentimes this condi- 
tion Is nccompnuted by an attnek of 
alfalfa rust or spot dlsntsc. Tho best 
remedy for such n condition Is to mow 
the Held. The vigorous ' growth thus 
Induced may overcome the diseased 
condition. 



Corn Shack Hinder. 

T have seen two nrtlelcs of into tell- 
ing how to tlo corn In the shock. Will 
glvo my wny,. which I' belle vo to bo 
moro rapid than either the fonner arti- 
cles tench. Tho nccompn hying cutu w*.ll 
glvo tho idea tit a glance. I take a 
curved stick (tho end of a buggy iihaft 
Is best) about SO Inches long, Boro n 
Iml Much hole ft Inches from tho larger 
end nnd put through It n piece of rope 
12 Inches long ami A tho ends to- 
gether, forming n rlng*or loop. Into 
this loop tlo n piece of rope 314 feet 
long, or .longer If very large shocks nro 
to bo tied. To the other end of this 
rope tie a 4-ltich ring mndo of ^-Inch 
rod (I use nn old breeching ring). This 
makes the compressor complete ns 
shnwn nt Fig. 1. In tying the shock 
take the stick In your right hand nnd 
throw tho ropo nn'd ring around tho 
shock. Catch ring lu left hand nnd slip 
stick through it as far ns you enn, 
then bring ntlck to tho right until oth- 
er end pnsses through tho ring, ns 
shown at Fig, 2, when the shock ts 
ready for tying and tho compressoi 
can be turned loose, us it will stay In 
place. This Implement can bo used Tor 
a two- fold ^ purpose. In husking corn 
[ use n shorter one llko tills for tying 
stover.- UhtloMhe* shock nnd lay It 
down, then n*«you pull tho enrs off 
gather the s|nlks In your lap, have tho 
binder lying "straight opt nt^-our side, 
nnd^whon yoi\ % pot nn armful Iny the 
stover across the rope, pick up the ring 
In one hand' ntid the stick In tho other, 
slip' ring over end *bf stick and slip 
down until entire stick' has passed 
through the ring the snrne ns In tying 
shocks. Tlo twine nround tho bundle, 
which can then ho rcshocked If not 
ready to haul. This way tnkes a little 
more time at first, but saves time und
